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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Let’s Take Another Look 


To what extent can the town ignore the site develop- 
ment costs, and the price of utilities, when considering 
the location of a new school? 

We’re forced to wonder about this, after actually seeing 
the estimated cost of a portion of this work in black and 
white. 

This week's issue tells the details — $50,000-$60,000 
for a‘ leaching field; possibly $75,000 for a 12-inch water 
main; an unknown cost for surface drainage; and an in- 
definite amount to take care of the high water table. 

Are these costs too high? 

Have they been taken into consideration when deciding 
to seize the John Noyes property on Lovejoy rd.? 

As we recall the meeting when some of the cost figures 
were briefly mentioned, there had been no previous con- 
sideration of them. Nor has there, to our knowledge, been 
any further consideration of these cost problems, 

Should they not be taken into account? 

When we editorially suggested, some weeks ago, that 
the School Committee has the authority to designate a 
site and that other official agencies should not overlook 
this authority, we had not examined these cost factors. 
And it appears that the School Committee has not looked 
at them very closely either, 

It still makes sense to allow the School Committee to 
specify the area for a new school — but we are forced to 
wonder now whether this specific site is the logical one. 
Perhaps these cost estimates change the picture some- 
what; possibly the value of placing the school on that 
site is overshadowed by what it may cost to prepare the 
site for the school and get utilities to it. 

Bear it in mind, when considering our suggestions, 
that the School Committee is in the best position to know 
where a school should be built to satisfy the demands of 
the growing school population. But the Committee may not 
be the best-informed agency on costs applicable to the 
Site, 

If these have not been assembled in one grand total, 
they should be prior to any final action by the Selectmen 
in seizing the Lovejoy rd. site. 

We can afford to wait long enough to determine what the 
costs will be. 

If we don’t, the town may spend a lot more money on

development and utilities than had appeared to be the 
case at first glance.

Capital Expenditures 


The capital expenditure programs now being prepared by 
all department heads, for submission to Town Manager 
Thomas E, Duff, will certainly run into millions of dollars, 

But let’s not be scared off by the sheer magnitude of 
the figures, 

The manager has asked that the programs be submitted, 
so that a priority system for major projects can be worked 
out, 

Only by establishing this type of plan can the town 
hope to accomplish the many major projects, within an 
orderly financial framework. 

We look forward eagerly to seeing the various depart- 
mental programs, and the priority listing as it is ultimately 
worked out.

Doyle also said he wishes to dis- 
cuss the regulations concerning 
gravel pits and the amount of con- 
trol the town has over persons 
moving materials on their own 
land.
